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Foreword 

T 

I HE PRESENT PUBLICATION, is the 87th issue of the annual 
atatisti^l report by the Office of Education on land-grant colleges 
and universities. The first issue presented data for the academic 
year 1869-70; this issue Carries the series through 1966-66. The 
series is distinguished, first, by its long history of 87 years, and 
second, by the scope' of its information regarding the individual 
colleges -end universities in the land-grant group. 

The present publication, lists individual institutions by State, 
without regard to color of the majority of the students in eath 
institution. In the summajy tables, which give data for all 69 land- 
grant Institutions as a group, the traditional, separation of data 
for the 17 institutions attended predominantly by Negroes has 
been discontinued. > 

As in the previous year’s bulletin, data from land-grant institu- 
tions o^ enrollments, faculty, an^ degrees are compared ■ with 
corresponding data from all ins{ii^utions of higher education and 
frotfTall 4-year institutions. Financial data on land-grant colleges 
and universities are included in the present bulletin; but com- 
pari^n of these data with data from all institutions and from the 
4-year institutions was not possible, because of incomplete tabula- 
tion of financial data from the latter groups at the present time. 

The data on degrees conferred are considered both more accurate 
and more adequate than in previous issues of this report, first, 
because of the larger number of major fields of study for which 
data are presented (160 versus 69) ; and second, because of im- 
proved directions accompanying the report form used to collect 
the infonn%tion. 
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The efforts of many persons have gone into the present report. 
To the college and university presidents, registrars, business 
offi'cers, and treasurers who cooperated with the Office of Educa- 
tion by completing the report forms ajid responding to special ' 
queries, a debt of gr£at gratitude is due.

I HIS BULLETIN is a continuation of the annual series of statis- 
fical reports on land-g|rant colleges and universities that had its 
beginnihg with the publication which presented data f6r the year 
186^70. The present report presents data on enrollment, faculty, 
earned degrees conferred, income, expenditures, endowment, and 
physical plant facilities for the land-grant colleges and univer- 
sities for the year 196^66. The data arte presented by institution 
in the basic tables ; summary data for all 69 land-grant institutions, 
are presented in the text tables. Previous issues o*f this publication 
pre^ent^ data by institution in the basic tables, and summary 
data separately for the 62 institutions attended ^predominantly by 
white students and the 17 institutions attended predominSntly by 
Negro students. 

There is ht least one land-grant college or uiilversity in each ot 
the States and in Alaska, Hawaii, and Puerto Rico. In each of 18 
States (viz., Massachusetts and the 17 Southern States), there are 
2 institutions which participate in the land-grant funds ; in each 
of 30 States, and in Alaska, Hawaii, and Puerto Rico, there is one 
institution.

Since the last issue of this publi^tion, a change has occurred in 
the organization of orfe land-grant institution. As of September 1, 
1966, The Atlanta Division of the University of Georgia became a 
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aeparate institution; and in the present bulletin, d^ta for the year 
endefl June ijO, i9oe for the University of Georgia exclude the 
Atlanta Division. ^ / 

The data on enrollment, faculty, and degrees were obtained 
from responses to questionnaires* seht to all institutions of 
higber education in the United States. 

The financial data were obtained from three forms. One form 
entitled ‘‘Financial Statistics of Institutions of Higher Education'*’ 
aeni to all institutions of higher education, will be reproduced in 
the Biennial survey of Education in the United States. 1964-^fi 
Chapter 4, Section II, Statistica of Higher Educations Rueipts’ 
Expenditures and Property, i 955-56, scheduled for publication in 
the near future. The two other forms, sent to land-grant -institu- 
tions only, were : ( 1 ) "Rfegular Federal Appropriatbns to Land- 
Grant Institutions for Salaries, Instruction Facilities, Research, 
and Cooperative Extension Fiscal Year Ended June 80, 1966’'! 
and \2) Report of ^he Treasurer, Land-Grant and Supplemen- 
tary Morrill Funds Fiscal Year Ended June 30, 1966”. k copy 
ut form No. above is reproduced in this bulletin; a copy of 
form No, (2), the same as the previous year’s form except for 
date, is reproduced in last year’s issue of this bulletin. 

Fmanclai data in this bulletin are for the year ended June 30. 
19u6, except that the data tor the Agricultural and Mechanical 
College of Texas and Prairie View Agricultural and Mechanical 
College (Texas) are for the year ended August 81, 1966. 

Rephes from the land-grant institutions to the questionnaires 
on enrollment, faculty, and degrees were carefully examine for 
historical regularity, internal consistency, and numerical accuracy, 
^ere necessary, communications were addressed to the instltu 
tions for verification or revision of data (99 letters, 8 telegrams, 

2 long-distance calls, and 1 personal visit) . Similarly, replies on 
the financial report forma were analyzed for historical regularity, 
iniemal consistency, numerical accuracy, conformance with the 
principles of financial reporting given In College and University 
Bvmnem Administration. Vol. 1 (American Council on Education).

EnTollfnrBtit , NovBfnbcT 1955 . — The number of degree-credit 
studenta (r^ident and extension) enrolled in the 69 land-grant 
tnstitutiona as of November 1966 was 634,812— an increase of 
49,048, or 10.1 percent, over the corresponding enrollment aa of 
November 1964 (table A). For all of the I860* institutions of 
higher education in the aggregate United States, the increase for 
ihe rame period was 2oo,/ 98. Thus the land-grant institutions, 
which represent leas than one-twentieth (3.7 percent )of the num- 
ber of institutions of higher education in* the United States, 
accountoi for almost one-ftfth (19.2 percent) of the increase in 
degree-credit enrollment between November 1964 and November 
1966. 

For degr^-credit enrollment (resident and extension), Uie 
percentage increase in full-time resident undergraduate students 
and extension students in land-grant institutions exceedal the 
increase in 4-year institutions and all institutions. The percentage 
increase in graduate students in land-grant institutions was about 
three-ftftha that in the 1,366 * 4-year institutions. The fact that 
the increase in part-time enrollment (often comprised of evening

.students whose programs of work afe sometimes administered by 
the institution's extension division) was less than the corre- 
sponding increase in 4-year institutions is quite possibly the result 
of a difference in reporting. Registrars were directed tofreport 
enrollment as resident or extension according to the definition 
employed by their own institutions. 

The number of students (resident and extenkon) enrolled in 
nondegree-credit courses in land-grant in.stitutions as of Novem- 
ber 1956 wa.s 01,241 — a decrease of 10,938, or 21,3 percent^ from 
the corresponding enrollment as of November 1964. For all 4-year 
institutions, the decrease was 7,532, or 4.8 percent, in correspond- 
ing enrollments; for all institutions of higher education in the 
aggregate United State.s, there was an increase of 18,694 for the 
same period. 

A comparison of the summary- enrollments in land-grant insti- 
tutions with corresponding enrollments in all institutions and in 
all 4-year institutions is given in tables A and B. 
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resident, regular session enrollment for the veara 
193^37 to 1956-66 are given in table C. Data for the last 2 years

JJnroU^t of Veterans, November 1955.— In November 1966, 
the numl^r of veterans r^port^ as enn3ll^ under Public Imwb 

16, 346, 894, and 660 in the 69 land-grant colleges and univer- 
sities was 91,362 (table D). This number represents an increa^ 
of 19.927, or 27.» percent, over the number enrolled one year 
, eariei. In November 195o, veteran enrollment representwi 171 
percent of all degree^redit students (resident and extension) in 
land-grant institutions, as compared with 14.7 nercent in Novpm 
ber 1964.

f T?® ^ number of different persons reported on the faculty 

o the 69 land-grant institutions as of November 1966 was 82,771 
—an incre^ of 7,429 or 9.9 percent, over the number a^ of 
November 1963 (table E) . For all iimtitutiona of higher educaOom 
« ^ f November 1966 wae S01,682-an increaae of 

33,664 , for all 4-year institutions, the number was 277,879— an 
incre^ of 80.123. Thus the increase in the number of faculty ra«ic 

ineUtuUoM aceounta (1) for more than 
one-fifth (22.1 percent) of the increaae in the number In all 
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institations over the 2-year period, and (2) for about one-fourth 
(24.7 pereent) of the increase in the 4-year institutions. 

^As of November 1966, the land-grant institutions employed 
27.4 percent of 411 faculty members^ in institutions of higher 
education and 29.8 percent of those in the 4-year institutions. 
The number of faculty members, by type of position, is shown 
in table A. ^ 

For resident instruction, the land-grant institutions enrolled 17.6 
percent of the degree-credi^ students in all institutions and 20.1 
percent of those in the 4-year institutions, as of November 1966. 
However, the land-grant institutions employed 21.6 percent of 
the faculty members for resident instruction in degree-credit 
courses in all institutions and 23.2 percent of those in 4-year 
institutions, as of November 1966. The full-time equivalent of 
faculty members with the rank of instructor or above in the land- 
grant institutions was 31,620. This represents 20.7 percent of 
the corresponding figure for all institutions, and 22.7 percent for 
the 4-y^r institutions. 

Almost three-fifths of the faculty members for organized re- 
search in ail institutions of higher education and in the 4-year 
institutions were in the land-grant colleges (68.0 and 68.1 percent, 
respectively). More than one-third of the 'faculty members for 
extension courses (college-grade and noncollege-grade) were in 
the land-grant institutions— 34.2 percent of those in all institu- 
tions, and 86.6 percent of those in 4-year institutions. 

As of November 1966, 80.2 percent of the faculty members in 
land-grant institutions were men. This was a slightly higher 
proportion than in 1963, when the percentage was 79.9, The 
number of men on the faculty of the land-grant institutions 
increaseo by 6,173, or 10.2 percent, over the 2-year period. The 
number of women increased by 1,256, or 8.3 percent, over the 
same period.

During the calendar year end«i June 30, 1966, a total of 84,616 
earned degrees (at the bachelor’s level or above) were conferred 
by the 69 land-grant inatitutiona. For the first time In the last 
6 years, the number of degrees granted by the land-grant colleges 
and univeraitieB showed an increase over those granted in the 
previous year (table F) ; the increase for the current year 
was 6,283 degrees, or 6.7 percent. For all of the 1,328 * degree- 
granting institutions in the aggregate United States, the increase 
was 26,196,' or 7.1 percent, over the total conferred in 1964-66. 
tTiua the increase in the land-grant institutions accounts for more 
than one-fifth (21.0 percent) of the increase in all degree-granting 
institutions. 
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Of the 84,616 earned degree conferred by the 69 land-grant 
institutions in 1956-66, 66,818, or 79.1 percent, were bachelor’s 
and ftrst-profeselonal degr^; 14,828. or 17.0 percent, were 
secoml-k^el degree (master’s ex^pt first professional) ; and 
3,874, or 4.0 parent, were doctoratg^ dfigr^. Thus In 1966-66, 
the land-grant institutions conferr^ 21.6 percent of all bachelor 
or ftrst-profmlonal degrees, 24.1 percent of all second-level 
degrees, and 87.9 percent of all doctorates.

Degrees mmed by men and women . — In 1956-66, 70,3 oercent 
of all first-level, 74,3 jMirCent of all second-level, and 92.6 percent 
of ail doctorate degrees conferred by the land-grant institutions 
wero ea^ed by men. At all levels combined, the number of degrees 
earned by^ men in the land-grant institutions in 1966^6 repre- 
sented an increase of 6.9 percent over the number earned bv men 
in the same instituUona in 1964-66; for all degree-granting' insti- 
tution, toe corresponding increase was 7.2 percent. At all levels 
combinea, the number of degrees earned by women in the land- 
grerit institutions increaa^ 6.0 percent; for all degree-granting 
institutions, the corresponding increase was 6.9 percent. 

At the first (bacheht's and first-pro fmswneU) level, the number 
of degrees earned by men in land-grant institutions in 1966-66 
represemt^ an increase of 9.1 percent over the number eam^ in 
1964-66; toe number earned by women in 1966-66 increased by 
0.9 percent In 1956-66, the number of first-level deirrees esraeti 
by men in the land-pant institutions represented 23.6 percent of 
first degree earnwl by men in all degree-granting institutions ; the 
number earned by women represents 17.8 percent of the first 
degree earned by women in all degree-granting institutions. 

At the second (master's, meept first-pro fessioml) level .the 
number of degree earned by men In the land-grant insUtuilons 
in 1966-66 represented an increase of 1.2 percent over the number 
eam^ in 1964-65; toe number ^rned by w'omen in 1966-66 
represented an increase of 1.7 percent over the number in 1964-65. 
^e number of second-level degrees earned by men in land-grant 
Institutions in 1966-66 represents 27.0 percent of the second level 
degrees earned in all degree-granting institutions; the number 
earned by women represented 18.4 percent. 

At the doetof^e level, the number of degrees earned by men In 
Iwid-grant institutions In 1966-66 dweaa«i by 3.2 percent from 
the number in 1964-65 — the same ^rcentage decrease as in 
1954-66 from a year »rlier. The number earned by women 
inereased only slightly (6 degree) ; however, percentagewise the 
increase was 2.6 percent 

The numbwp of land-grant Institutiona conferring degrees in 
each of the 160 fields of study la presented In table 7. The number 
of degree In each field of study conferred by land-grant insti- 
tutions, as a percent of degr^ conferred by il degi^^ran^g 
inatitutiona, ia shown in table 8.

Current.-/ w7«i inconir for educ(itiOVQ.l and geneTol vw'poseit .- — 
i/uring tno nscRi year enoea June SO, lyro, the total current-fund 
income for educational and general purposes in the 69 land-grant 
institutions was $937,637,800— an increase of $109,871,872, or 
lu.ti percent, over tne corresponding income for the year ended 
Jupe oO, 19i>o, A comparison of educationaj and general income, 
oy source, for tiie 2 years is given in table G. The percentage dis- 
tribution of educational and general income, by source, is given 
in table H. 

The educatipoal ano general income of the 69 land-grant insti- 
tutions increased from each source except rweipta from the VeC 
erans Administration for tuition and fees for veterans enrolled 
under PublicJjaws i6, 346, and 894. The d^rease in receipts from 
the \ eterar^r Administration was anticipated because enrollment 
of veterans under Public Laws 16 and 346 had been declining. 
Public Law 346, under which most of the World War II veteran 
SbUdents were enrolled, specified that veterans eligible under this 
law must “begin their courses of study by July 26, 1961 or within 
4 years of the veterans' discharge from active World War II mih- 
tary service after July 26, 1947“.^ 

Veterans enrolled by July 26, 1961 normally would have com- 
pleted 4 years of college work in the 1964-66 session— one year 
earlier than the period covered by this study. The number of vet- 
^na enrolled under Public Law 660 (“Korean veterans") has 
been increasing, but these veterans pay the institutions directly 
with funds that they (the veterans) receive through the Veterans’ 
Administration. The tuition for veterans under, Public Law 660 
i 1 included in "tuition and fees received from students for instruc- 
tion," rather than in rw^eipta from the Veterans’ Administration.

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Pereeriiuge arudysis of current-fund income for educational and 
general purposes.- i ne o9 lEnd-grant inatitutions were classified 
•nto five groups accoraing to the total amount of current-fund 
income for educational and general purposes received during the 
year ended June 30, 1966. The percentages of income received from 
the seven sources and a miscellaneous item are given in table H for 
each of the five groups and for all 69 inatitutions. 

For all 69 inatitutions combined, approximately one-half of the 
income for educational and general purposes was from State 
governments, and approximately One-fourth from the Federal 
Government. In eacn of the five groups, a larger percent of income 
for educational and general purposes was rw;eived frpm State gov- 
ernments than from any other source. However, the percent for 
educational and general purposes received by all 69 institutions 
from State governments has decreased steadily since 1963-64. In 
1956-66, the percent was 48.7; in 1954-66 and 1963-54, 49.8 and 
60.9. respectively. In 1966-66, in the "Over |30 million” group, 
the percentage contributed by SUte governments was not much 
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greater than that contributed by the Federal Goyfernment (39.8 
percent versus 36.0 percent) ; in the other four groups, the State 
governments contributed from one-half ^ three-fifths of all income 
for educational anrf general purposes, or approximately three to 
four times as much as did the Federal Government. 

percent of current-fund income for educational and general 
purposes received from private gifts and granta decreased in the 
same order as the income-«ize group classification— from 6.2 per- 
cent in the "Over $30 million” group to 1.6 percent in the “Under 
$6 million” group (table H). 

In the "Over $30 million’^group (which in the year ended June 
30, 1966 included eight institutions — University of California, ' 
University of Illinois, Massachusetts Institute of Technology,' 
Michigan State University of Agriculture and Applied Science,' 
University of Minnesota, Cornell University, Ohio State Univer- 
sity, and the University of Wisconsin), Federal grants or con- 
tractual amounts for research accounted for 89.9 percent of the 
Federal funds received (table 14^. For thayear ended June 30,' 
1955, for the "Over $30 million” group (comprised of seven insti- 
tutions ; i.e., the same as in 1966, exclusive of the Michigan State 
University of Agriculture and Applied Science) , the percent was 
90.5. For the year ended Jun^'^O, 1954 (when the group was com- 
prised of four institutions — University of California, University 
of Illinois, Massachusetts Institute of Technology, and the Univer- 
sity df Minnesota) , the percent was 94.2.

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All Funds of Federal OrtiTin.— Total funds of Federal origin 
received by the 69 land-grant institutions during 1956-66 increased 
about one^ixth over the amount so received in the previous year. 

There were increases in all categories except: (1) funds from the 
Veterans' Administration fob tuition and fees of veterans enrolled 
under Public Laws 16, 846, and 894 ; and (2) receipts for plant 
expabsion (table I). A large increase in funds was reported as 
received . under the Agricbltural Marketing Act for research at 
experiment stations; the amount shown in table l exceeds by $1.4 
million the am()unt of payments authorized for the fiscal year 1966 
under this act as reporb^ by tiie United States Department of 
Agriculture. However, the amount reported as received under 
“The Hatch Act as amended" for research at experiment stations 
is less by $2.6 million than the payment^pthorized under this act 
as reported by the United States Department of Agriculture. In 
the fl^l year 1966, Federal funds for agriculture experiment sta- ' 

tions were authorized under six different laws. For the fiscal year ^ 
1966, five of the six laws were consolidated into one, leaving only 
two different laws under which funds for experiment stations were 
authorized. The fact that more was reported by the institutions as 
received under one of the laws, and less under the other, than the 
Department of Agriculture tabulation shows as authorized seems 
doubtless the result of imperfect reporting under the newly 
revised laws. 

In 1966-66, there was a net increase over 1964-65 of 19.6 per- 
cent in "Federal funds for research, exclusive of funds designated 
for experiment stjations. This increase was the net result of 
increases in 36 institutions and decreases in 17 institutions; 17 
institutions reported no such funds in either year. In one insti- 
tution. the apparent decrease in Federal funds for research from 
$267,461 in 1964-66 to $27,466 in 1966—66 is due chiefly to a change 
in reporting! In 1964-66, the Federal funds for research reported 
by the University of Wyoming included money for a contract urfder 
the program of the International Cooperation Administration in 
Afghanistan. In 1966-66, income for this program was reported 
in "All other Federal grants or payments" instead of iii research, 
and through correspondence with the institution, was eliminated 
from the rqM>rt' since it was for operations outside the United 
States and its outl]dng parts.

* C urrent-fund expenditures for educational and general purposes. 

The amount of current-fund expenditures for educational and 
general purposes in the 69 land-grant institutions during the fiscal 
year 1965-^6 was $919,204,989 — an increase of $105,7^,736, or 
13.0 percent, over the corresponding expenditures for 1954^5. 
In each of the seven categories for which educational and general 
expenditures for the year ended June 30, 1966 were reported, 
there was an increase over the preceding year, ranging from 6.1 
percent for maintenance of the physical plant to 24.1 percent for 
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organized activities related to instruction. A comparison of edu- 
cational and general expenditures, by purpose of expenditure, for 
the year ended June 30, 1966 and the year ended June 30, 1966 is 
given in table J. 

The percentage distribution of expenditures for educational and 
general purposes among the seven categories reported by the 69 
land-grant institutions for 1965-66 is given in table K. 

A total of $47,601,737 was reported as spent from current funds 
for purchase of furniture and equipment and for plant expansion. 
Such expenditures are usually allocated to the operation for which 
they are ijj^e. It is not known how much of the approximate $48 
million is included in each of the seven categories of educational 
and general expenditures and how much is included in auxiliary 
enterprises. One institution, however, reported an expenditure 
from current funds of over $6.6 million for medical school con- 
struction; this was allocated to instruction and departmental 
research.

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Percentage analysis of current-fund expenditures for educa- 
tional and general purposes , — The 69 land-grant institutiona were 
classified into five groups according to the total amount of current- 
fund expenditures for educational and general purposes. The 
percentages of expenditures for the seven purposes are given in 
table K. 

For expenditures, the "Over $30 million" group was comprised 
of the same eight institutions as for income (page 14). Oi^ly in 
this group did the percent of total current-fund expenditures .for 
educational and general purposes repr^ented by expenditures for 
organized research exceed the percent represented by expenditiyres 
for “instruction and departmental research". In the other four 
groups, about one-third or more of all expenditures for educational 
and general purposes was for instruction and departmental re- 
search. The percentages spent for ori^nized research decreased 
in the same order as the expenditure-size group classification; and 
except for the second smallest expenditure group, the percentages 
spent for instruction varied inversely. -

Plant assets.— During the fiscal year ended June 80, 1966, net 
additions to the physical plant, either by expenditures or by gifts 
at appraised value, amounted to 1177,064,689— a decrease of |18,> 
649,831, or 7.2 percent, from the cost or value of the additions 
during the previous y^r. However, the falue of "plant assets 
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written off or disposed of’ in 1956-66 was reported as $13,293,489 
^n amount equal to 97.4 percent of the decrease for additions. 
In the previous year, the section of the form used to collect finan- 
cial data (requesting information on additions to physical plant 
assets) was footnoted to say that the figure desired was the net 
addition (i.e., the cost of assets acquired leas the book value of 
offsetting assets replaced, sold, or otherwise disposed of) . In the 
1966-66 form, space was provided for reporting the value of plant 
assets written off or disposed of. Thus it is reasonable to assume 
that the apparent decrease in expenditures for additions may be, 
at least to some extent, a result of the change in reporting rather 
than a true decrease. 

Total receipts for additions to plant funds in the 69 land-grant 
institutions during the year were reported as $129,439,392 — an 
increase qf $31,608,802 or 32.2 percent, over corresponding receipts 
during the previous year. The amount reported in column 11 of 
table 19 as added t<^ plant funds through transfers from current 
funds is more than ^ree times the amount so reported for the 
previous year. The apparent increase in receipts from this source 
is due, at least in part, to the more precise reporting that resulted 
from revising the form used to collect the data. The 1966-66 form 
was the first to specifically request that expenditures from current 
funds for “furniture and equipment” (item 36a) and for plant 
expansion and improvements (item 36) be added to item 40 
(transfers, not loans, from current funds to plant funds), and 
also to lines 43b (expenditures for additions to buildings and 
improvements) and 4^ (expenditures for additions to furniture 
and equipment) . Receipts from two other sources showed increases 
over the previous year: From State governments, 44.4 percent; 
and from "other sources except transfers and loans”, 20.7 percent. 
Plant fund receipts in 1966-66 from each of the five other sources 
were 1 ms than the corresponding receipts in 1964-66 ; the decreases 
ranged froih 16.4 percent In receipts from private gifts and grants 
to 67.9 percent In receipts from the Federal Government. 

As of June 30, 1966, the total value of plant assets of the 69 
land-grant institutions was reported to be $2,632,624,484 — a not 
increase of $206,969,616, or 8.9 percent, over the corresponding 
value as of June 30, 1965. Of the total value, $2,333,381,298 was 
reported as phjrslcal plant assets and $199,243,186 as liquid assets. 
While the net additions to the physical plant assets during the 
year amounted to $177,064,639, the reported value of the phys- 
ical plant as of June 80, 1966 was only $166,486,824^ more than 
the value reported as of June 30, 1966 (a rise of 7,6 pocent). 
The difference of slightly over $11.6 million between the net 
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additions and the increase in value reflects the allowance for 
depreciation, revaluation, etc. The value of each type of asset 
included in the physical plant assets showed an increase between 
the 2 years: land, 6.8 percent; buildings and improvements, 6.9 
percent; and furniture and equipment, 10.7 percent. 

Endowment and funds functioning as endowment. The 

$46,180,618 reported as additions to endowment and funds func- 
tioning as endowment in the land-grant institutions during the 
year ended June 30, 1966 was greater by $10,886,964, or 30.7 
percent, than such additions reported for the previous year. 
Almost one-half (46.6 percent) of the additions during the year 
ended June 30, 1966 was from private gifts and grants; last 
year the percentage from private gifts and grants was 36.4. In 
the present year, 44.6 percent of the additions came from interrat 
and net earnings ; last year, the corresponding percentage was 60.0. 

The value or balance of endowment and funds functioning as 
endowment as of June 30, 1966 in the land-grant institutions was 
reported as $499,895,801 (table 12) ; this was $88,796,992, or 
8.4 percent, more than the corresponding balance one year earlier. 

Annuity funds . — The net additions (additions to principal 
reported less deductions from principal reported) to annuity 
funds during the year ended June 30, 1966 were $273,707. The 
value or balance of annuity funds reported as of June 30, 1966 was 
leas by $156,674, or 2.9 percent, than the value reported one year 
, earlier. If to the principal or balance as of the close of the pre- 
vious year are added the net additions during the current year 
(table 12), the sum will not equal the balance as of June 30, 1966, 
since no space was provided on the questionnaire used to collect 
the data for re|>orting interfund transfera. However, the direc- 
tions for reporting requested (1) that deductions arising from 
interfund transfers should not be included in “deductions from 
principal during fiscal year", but (2) that interfund transfers 
(such as from annuity funds to endowment or loan funds or from 
current funds to loan funds) should be reflected in the figures 
reported as “Principal or balance at close of fiscal year." 

Student loan /i^s.— Total additions to the principal of student 
loan funds in the^and-grant institutions during 1965-66 amounted 
to $904,323 (taljtle 13). This was $208,066, or 18.7 percent, less 
than the additio^is to such funds during 1964-66.| Of the additions 
in 1955-66, 61.8 percent came from interest Md net eamingi, 

37.6 percent from private gifts and grants, and the remaining 

10.7 percent from net gains and "other additions." 

Student loan funds granted during the y«ar ended June 80, 19M 
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amounted to ?4, 267, 876— -an increase of $192,001, or 4.7 percent, 
over loans granted during the previous year.
